Round 4—Kenney no sooner met by Cooke than he raitled in, planting right 
and left on the top part of Cook's face. This round waz finished by Cook going 
down. 2 to 1 was now offered on Kenny, which was taken, 
= Round 5—Both up to the call of time; Kenney dashed in, landed. his left on 
the eye and his right on the chest. Cooke returned with both hands on the 
right cheek and leit ear; to a close, half-arm fighting, all in favour of Kenney, 
who threw Cooke againjanother cross-buitock, this time falling on him. 2 to 1 
on Kenney—no takers. In all 10 rounds were fought, and after the 6th round 
Cooke had not the slightest chance, Kenney doing just as he liked with his man. 
It turned out that Cooke had broken his right hand in the above-named round; 
his friends, seeing this, Very humanely threw up the sponge, and Kenney was 
declared the winner in 10 rounds, 2lmin. We have no doubt if Kenney will 
take proper care of himself, and have plenty of glove practice, that he will, 
at no yery distant day, be a troublesome customer to any man of his weight. 


FIGHT BETWEEN YOUNG DAVIS AND TOM BROWN, 
- OF BIRMINGHAM, FOR S/O. 


TueEsE bantams met on Monday five miles from home. ‘They began to fight 
at 5 minutes to 8 o'clock. As the lads moved about anxious to begin, we 
thought we never saw a greater contrast between two such little ones. Brown 
was not only dlb. or Gib, the heavier, but 2 inches the taller man. On throwing 
themselves into attitude Young Davis was a perfect picture: the little man 
feinted, dodged, and skipped about like a teetotum ; at length little Davis sent in 
his left on the mark of Brown, and again on the mouth; Brown returned on the, 
eye and nose of Davis; the boys broke away, sparred in all parts of the ring ;;, 
in fact the shifting and getting away was pretty to witness, at length Davis tried! 
to lead, and caught a stinger on the nose, which drew the first blood in streams 
and Davis got down. 

Round 2—Davis came up bleeding but smiling, and this round, instead of 
forcing tho fighting, he beat a retreat, followed by Brown all over the ring. 
Brown, however, persevered, and landed his left duke on Davis's damaged 
nose, again on the forehead. Davis's return was but slight, and he slipped and 
fell. 

Round 8—The lads up and merry, Brown was flushed, while Davis was 
bleeding from the mouth and nose. He popped in his left on Brown's right 
eye, and his right on his jaw, and napped a telltale on the forehead. The lads 
sparred in all parts of the ring, and then exchanged left-handed shots; to a 
close, and pegged away until both fell. 

Round 4— Both ready and willing, and seemed to haye warmed to their 
work. Brown tried his left, and-was neatly stopped. He tried his right, which 
fell to the wind, and Davis, as quick as lightning, sent home his left and right 
on the eyes of Master Brown, who seemed indignant at the liberty Davis had 
taken, and shot in-his left on the nose of.

BrengaMin Cooper, clias ‘Old Ben,” of Carlisle, is a far-famed wrestler in 
the style of Cumberland and Westmoreland. His cognomen of “Old Ben 
seems to have been bkestowed on him for a certain dry archness of manner 
which, added tothe peculiar dialect of his. birthplace, gives a tone to his 
character which has rendered him conspicuous wherever he has appeared before 
the public. He is an 1lst man, but, unfortunately, was prevented f rom entering 
forthe list belt at Honeywood on Good Friday, in consequence of his being just 
one pound over the mark. Ben came all the way from Carlisle for the pur- 
pose of carrying home the London belt, and great was his disappointment 
when he found he was excluded from the contest. He was overmatched in 
weight, if not in skill, in the heavy weight encounter, and, consequently, bad to 
return home empty-handed, to the disappointment of his friends, no less than 
himself. He is 30 years of age, and a fine specimen of the northern athlete. 

Jamison, of Penrith, is one of the most active lost men who ever attempted 
an athletic display before the public. In form he is a perfect Hercules, and in 
muscular development a complete anatomical study. He is famed principally 
for his skill in pole leaping. He is Gok wel Sari of age, and is always me \- 
comed as a competitor in the games of hiscounty. _ Sa 

G. Scorrt, of Comyphitton: is 25 years of age, and is a most promising lst 
man. He commenced his career about four years since, and has thrown many 
of the best men of the day. Admirable judges pronounce him to be the

celebrated for the gentleness, as we 


coming representative of his country in the sport for which it bears a world- 
wide celebrity. 

Brair, of Allandale, isa capital wrestler. 
is extremely well built. 

J. Strone is from Unthank, and has performed in many rings with much credit. 
He weighs about 9st, and is in his 27th year. At Hornsey Wood he played 
with much skill, and considerably added to his reputation. 

Ronert MuscRaVve, of Cockermouth, who won the first prize on Good Friday 
at Hornsey Wood House, was 19 years of age on the llth of last October. He 
was unsuccessful in the first onset on his career at Preston, when he met 
Davy Johnson in August, 1860, for a £5 prize. Johnson jumped 9ft. Gin., and 
Musgrave only rose 9ft. 4in., thus losing the match by 2in. His next appearance 
was likewise at Preston in the August following, when he won the leading 

rize, clearing 9ft. 8in.: In the same year, in the Flan ring, at Ulverstone, 
North Lancashire, he defeated five other competitors by clearing 9ft. 9in. The 
locus in quo was still further changed to Penryth, Cumberland, in the same week, 
where he cleared 9ft. Sin. The culminating point, however, was his memorable 
appearance before the Durham collegians, for money prizes, in 1861, when he 
astonished all by attaining the unprecedented altitude of l0ft. Sin. His per- 
formance on Good Friday was recorded in our last impression; and was 
presented by Mr. Harris, the well-known silversmith and jeweller in Hatton- 
garden, with a silver watch, in addition to the prize awarded by the committee 
of the Cumberland and Westmoreland Wrestling Society. On Monday he 
went to Hackney Wick, where, at the Cornwall and Devon Easter sports, pro- 
jected by Mr. J. C. Baum, the respected host of the famed Metropolitan Running 
Grounds, he won the first prize for pole jumping, clearing 9ft. din. He jumps 
with a 13-ft. pole, weighs 94st, and is 5ft. 6}in. high. In additiom to the above 
performances he showed himself an excellent light-weight candidate for 
wrestling honours by winning, in 1861, the 94st. wrestling prize at Cocker- 
mouth, beating Geo. Meales, of Cockermouth, twice in succession by the 
swinging type. On the same occasion he also won a hurdie match of 200 yds, 
over 12 hurdles, for prize money, and a half-mile race, beating eleven others. 
Thus he has shown himself exceedingly active in all athletic games. His 
brother was the most celebrated leaper of the time, and will be well remem, 
bered by all lovers of the art in which he excelled. The present bearer of his 
name bids fair to maintain the reputation attached to it. 

Joun Smitu, 28 years of age on the 2nd of April, is a native of Old Hutton 
Westmoreland, is 6ft. in altitude, and weighs 11st when in training. He won

several minor prizes when in his teens, but the first of importance that it is 


necessary to mention was when he made his début in the metropolis at Hornsey 
Wood House, at the yearly anniversary of ‘The Two Counties,” on the 21st of 
March, 1856. He was then successful in winning the second prize for all 
weights—a silver snuff-box, value 7 guineas, defeating seven others. In 1857, 
on Good Friday, at Mi. J. C. Baum’s, White Lion Grounds, Hackney Wick, 
when, ‘of far more boldness and of greater skill,” he contended for the head 
prize for all weights—silver watch, value 10 guineas; and his fame was much 
enhanced from the circumstance that the celebrated Brunskill, a 16st leading 
wrestler from Westmoreland, was amongst the five he beat on that occasion. 
In 1858 we again find him putting in an appearance at Hackney Wick, on 
Good Friday, April 2, when he got second to Gibson, of Westmoreland, for 
men under Llst, and obtained a silver snuff-box, value 6 guineas. He again

proved himself the general of the day at a summer fete given at the Crystal 
Palace shortly afterwards, when he cleared the all-weight prize—a handsome 
silver medal and purse. On the 18th of September, in the same year, at the 
Crystal Palace, he was invited by the Early Closing Association, and at their 
Jete he won the Champion's Belt and purse, for all-weights, open to all; six 
others contended. During the year 1859 he was far from being convalescent, 
and did not appear at the ring-side. Time drew on for 1860, when we again 
find him, resuscitated in pristine health and vigour, as an attendant at the 
Cumberland and Westmoreland anniversary at Hornsey Wood. It was a 
period of glad auguries, and in the all-weight contest, after coming against 
Wilkinson, M. and T. Robinson, and three others, he right gallantly added 
another to his bead-role of victories; and this performance, without doubt, 
raised him to the very highest.empyrean of fashion amongst the denizens of 
the famed two counties. The guerdon was a gold watch, value 18 guineas. He 
only showed once, likewise, in the following year—again at the C. and W. festival 
at Hornsey Wood. ‘There is nothing in which chance plays mortals such good 
and bad tricks as in the apropos and mal-apropos by which she contrives to 
bring them into notice, sometimes crushing them beneath a load of unluckiness, 
and at others sending them aloft with no reason at all but her whim. Thus it 
was that despite the application of some of the best science and athletic skill 
we saw displayed for many a day, there was a bar sinister to his absolute 
triumph on this occasion, The contest was for men under llst, open to all 
comers, and he was compelled to succumb to the renowned Ben Cooper, of 
merry Carlisle, one of the most noted wrestlers in the Border country. Gaining 
secondary honours only, his prize was five guineas. His last performance was 
at the Cumberland and Westmoreland festival, at Hornsey Wood, on Good 
Friday, a full report of which we gave in our Saturday's edition. He then con- 
tended with forty-one wrestlers for the prize for men belonging to the re- 
spective counties named above, but who had been resident in London since the 
Ist of January 1862; and it was a fine sight to see him and Johnny Dixon, the 
champion of 1861, taking the grip to wrestle off for the first prize. Here again

He is the ex-champion of England, and his name is, perhaps, better 
known in connection with pedestrianism than that of any other man of the 
time. Mr, Levettis the author of the series of papers entitled ‘* How to Train,” 
which is being published in the Intustratep Sportina News, and which will 
be issued shortly in a complete form. The ex-champion is at present residing 
in Dublin, where he presides over almost all the sports and pastimes of that 
quarter of the sister-isle. 
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EASTER AMUSEMENTS. 


Oor columns this week are principally devoted to the record and illustration 
of the sports with which the holiday public have been regaled during the past 
fow days. Three years since, Hornsey amd Haekney Wick were the only 
places where muscular pastimes found a home, or if there were other places 
they were so few and insignificant as td be passed over without being noticed 
by the puslic press. In the present yéar of grace, however, matters present a 
very different aspect, and there are 80 many excellent grounds thrown open 
for exhibiting the athletic games of the country that we find some difficulty in 
finding space wherein to do them all the justice their high character requires. 
We point to this fact with some pleasure, as it is a sufficient guarantee for the 
healthy state of the pastimes of which we are the chroniclers and upholdcrs. 
It proves that the prowess of which we, as Englishmen, are wont to boast, is 
still existing. and not only existing but flourishing and expanding on all sides. 
It would be superfluous to comment on the proceedings which follow these 
introductory remarks; they are of the highest order of English games, and 
have been contested with a skill which could not bé surpassed, The compe- 
titors in all cases have not merely been men of skill, but men of respectability 
and high social standing. The young athletés who entcred for the prizes at 
Hornsey were mostly men engaged in following respectable professions, and 
their appearance seemed to point to the fact that the games of this country 
will find amateurs in our shops.and warehouses capable of doing them justice, 
and that professionals wilt have to took sharp after their laurels. Really 1862, 
as far as it has yet advanced, bears some resemblance to those palmy days 
of English games, when the youth and strength of the land supported them 
before effeminacy became the order of the day, and young men took more 
dclizht in manly exercises than in loud dressing and cultivating affectation; 
and displaying them in public. We point also to the Volunteer Review at 
Brizhton as a proof of the progress we are making in @ direction calculated to 
give health and happiness to our generation. 


THE DEERFOOT TROUPE AT HORNSEY WOOD 


GALLANT FOUR-MILE CONTEST FOR £150 BETWEEN THE INDIAN, 
BRIGHTON, JACKSON, MOWER, AND MANKS. 


These celebrated pedestrians who, on Wednesday, astonished the marine 
visitors of Brighton by their Mectness of foot, again contended on Thursday 
last at Mr. Stone’s celebrated enclosure at Hornsey Wood House, and ran six 
miles for £156 ; 

Deerfoot—The advent of this wonderful tian im England burst comet- 
like upon our most ¢elebrated pedestrians, for never before the appearance 
of the stalwart Ladian was it ever imagined that any foreigner contd contend 
against a “trained Englishman. His pretensions were treated with extreme 
scepticism, even to the extent bordering on contempt; but yet, despite all these 
great drawbacks —his coming among civilised men, far from his native woods, 
botb in caste and nation almost tabooed him from society in this country, and 
relying alone on the well-known character of Englishmen in their love of fair 
play, more especially shown toa stranger, whatever may be his country or the 
eolour of his skin—he has by his own natural powers, and wonderful speed 
and endurance, placed himself among the first, even if not the ‘very first,” 
of the flect-footed that ever appeared in Great Britain. He first appeared in 
this country with Mills for the six-miles belt, a few weeks after his arrival, and 
although he was defeated, he at once dispelled all doub's as to his being the 

“ganuine article,” he was then not fit to run, not having recovered from the 
effects of his voyage, but yet he finished only a few yards» behind, the time 
being a little over thirty-two minutes As he got to be acclimatised, White, 
Brighton, and Mills Bad to succumb in a ten-miles race, run in fifty-four 
minutes ; and at Dublin, in September last, the once-famed Champion Levett 
and ofhers io the long race of twelve miles. In Oetober he ran the world- 
renowned * American Deer to a stand-still in a four-miles race, performed in 
twenty-one minutes; and the week after cut down W Jones, of Islington, in 
a like distance, the time being shorter, the four miles being run in some 
seconds under twenty-one minutes. The great race of eight miles, for £200, 
against Miils, was performed in forty-threa minutes, when they rana “dead 
heat,’ and be also became the Ten Miles Champion by winning the Champion 
Cup, then next defeated Sam Barker, who challenged him for the * pride of 
place" asthe champion, and from whom he almost danced away. He, “by special 
command,” appeared before the Prince of Wales and suite at Cambridge, the 
Major-General Bruce, and the nobility. gentry, and principal families in the 
neighbourhood The Prince presented him with a purse, and also gratuities to 
Kis competitors By the Duke of Wellington he was also patronised at 
Noewich, and in all pdrts of the country, from the peer to the peasant, 
thousands have flocked to see the truly great Indian runner. His three great 
races of this year ara, no doubt, in the recollections of all. With Job Smith at 
six miles, W. Lang six miles, and his tremendous race of ten miles with 
Lrighton. supposed to be the most desperate on record. Such are only a little 
of his performances Deerfoot stands near six feet high, is the perfect model 
of the athlete, is thirty years of age, is of the Snipe Clan of the Seneca tribe of 
indians, and was born at Caticraugus, near Buffalo, in the ‘reservations of the 
Nine Tribes.” 

The proceedings of the afternoon commenced with a walking match of 3 
miles for a silver watch, presented hy Mr. Maddison, the well-known silver- 
smith, of 85, Hatton-garden Myers, of Newmarket, and George Harvey, a 
novice, started—the latter being allowed one lap, or 250 yards two feet round 
The Novice walked very slow, and took 1 min 20 sec to his first lap, atthe 
end of which Myers started. He stepped high in action at first, but soon 
settled down fo work, and when heaccomplished his mile he was only 25 yards 
in the rear. Myers passed Harvey at the entrance tothe tenthlap. Myers 
Soon after went right away, and was soon a-head of his opponent, who was 
evidently beat. Indeed, Harvey gave up in the 15th, and Myers, who did not 
persevere tothe end, was declared the winner 

THE RACE 
was commenced at half-past four o’clock—the following coming to the post:— 
Deerfoot, attired in his_ugsual romantic-lookng. Indian dress, John Brighton, of 
Norwich, William Jackson, the American Deer, Mower, of Norwich, and 
Richard .Manks, the Warwickshire Antelope. Lang, of Middlesboro', an 
intended started, did not appear at the post in consequence of illness. Im- 
.Mediately the signal had been given, Brighton, nearest the cords, took a clear 
lead, Jackson, the veteran, laying next up, Deerfoot third, Mower fourth, and 
Manks, the midland district runner, last. The latter suddenly broke down, 
in the second lap, and Deerfoot then rushed by his competitors, and led by a 
_yard, Mower passing Jackson and taking third place, about two yards in the 
‘rear of Brighton, the second man. Ol the.termination of the fourth lap 
Brighton resumed his lead amid the cheers of the assembly, comprised of some 
six hundred highly respectable visitors. The end of the first mile showed 
somewhat the index, for Mower was evidently in difficulties, and the American 
Deer (one of the best public performers of his day) was getting more and more 
iu the rear. The first mile was covered in four minutes forty-nine seconds: 
Brighton, at this point, led by a yard anda half. At the eleventh lap Mower 
was attacked by a stitch in his side, and was compelled to relinquish the con- 
test. The interest of the race now clearly rested with the two leaders— 
Brighton and Deerfoot—who were grected with repeated ovations as they 
careered over the ground. The second.mile was traversed by the time 10 min. 
and 20 sec. bad been noted; the third marked as 15 min. 51 sec. At this time 
Brighton and Deerfoot were closé together. They alternately led until near 
the finish, when Deerfoot madé a sudden spurt, dashed by the Norwich 
champion, and won easily five or six yards. The full distance of four miles 
was accomplished in 21 min. 21 sec.

WRESTLING. 


CUMBERLAND AND WESTMORELAND SOCIETY. 

In our Saturday edition cf last week we gave a lengthy account of the 
wrestting at Hornsey Wood, on the previous day. Want of space compels us 
to withold the report in this issue ; we give the results of the play, however, 
and furnish cur readers with engravings of the principal events of the day, 
as well as portraits of the succesfsul competitors for the various prizes. About 
8,000 persons assembled to witness the proceedings, which lasted overa space 
of eight hours, and only terminated when the evening was so far advanced as 
to rendér it necessary to illuminate various parts of the grounds. 

The first bout at wrestling was for men belonging to the respective counties 
of Cumberland and Westmoreland residing in London since the Ist of January, 
1862, 

The first prize was a gold watch, the second a silver watch, the third and 
fourth silver snuff-boxes. 

J.Smith avd J. Dixon were left to contest for the first prize, for which 
they had to play the best two out of three falls, which Smith won in the most 
scientific mfanuer. Dixon took the second prize, Strong the third, and Gil- 
christ the fourth, 

The second bouts were for men under11st, open to all comers, for the Cham- 
pion’s belt and $ guineas in money, with £12 divided into other prizes. 

G. Scott and J. Scott had to contend for the honour of wearing the belt, 
for the possession of which there was a sharp contest, in which J. Scott came 
off the victor. 

‘The third bout was for heavy weight men of the respective counties of Cum- 
berland and Westmoreland. The prizes were the Champion's belt and 12 
guineas, and several sums of money. 

W. Jamison and R. Wright were left to do battle for the heavy weight helt. 
The bout was a severe one, as the men were well matched; it lasted 
some minutes, both being chary of giving a chance, perhaps too chary, 
the patience of the spectators being rather wearied, as it was quite dark, 
and scarcely anything but two while figures flitting about in the gloom 
could be seen. The victory rested on the best two throws out of three, 
the first of which was won by Jamison after about seven severe attempts 
to geta hold. Matters were then balanced by Wright's getting the next throw, 
but as the ring was broken and all order set.at defiance by the anxious.crowd 
struggling in the darkness, the play could not be seen from the reporter's box. 

Jamison 
won the third fall with a clever back heel, which terminated the contest. 

3efore the commencement of the wrestling there was some splendid exhi- 
pitions.of skill in pole leaping for £6, for which eleven contended, viz. J. 
Strong, Musgrove, Pearson, Robinson, Hewitson, Mein, Hodgson, Gilchrist, 
Jamison, Wallace, and Baines. 

At the end of the contest the number iwas reduced to Musgrove, Baines, and 
Jamison. Musgrove won. the first prize, Baines the second, and Jamison the
